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GOVERNMENT AND GANGSTERS 


Perhaps it is the operation of some inscrutable law of nature that 
“bourbons are always blind.” No ruling class is ever abje to stabilize it- 
self for any great length of time. If it were not xo, et | progress tow- 
ard higher forms and conditions of life would be stayed‘tike the moon in 
Affalon and evolution would cease. 


We are provoked to make these wise-cracks by "the recent exhibition 
of blind prejudice by two sections of the American ruling class—in Cali- 
fornia and Nebraska. In California the Mooney-Billings case drags its 
stupid train of judicial blunders along after thirteen years of maundering 
imbecility and ‘blockheaded devotion to impudent class-vanity. In Ne- 
braska, American faith in the efficacy of mob-law takes the form of an 
exhibition of sadism at Seward, David City and other points where town 
mobs on sadistic pleasure bent, raid the Improvised camps of the harvest 
workers brought into the region by wide ndvertising and beat, kick. clab 


get jobs will be. subjected to further attacks, 

Let us look into the why-ness of these latest exhibitions of our na- 
tive incapacity for self-government. The U. 5, Government has posted 
inevery post-office in the industrial centers a huge placard announcing 
that\a hundred thousand men or thereabout are needed for the annual 
harvest. It is an urgent call. The requisite number of men for this work 
caphot be obtained from the resident workers in the harvest regions, They 
must be imported.’ The work is seasonal, the jobs are short ones and 
the pay is poor, In some regions such as the Inland Empire of Washing. 
ton the U. S Employment Service co-operates with the local farmers 
associations to fix a low wage by agreement, The government advertises 
that no fare will be allvanced to these jobs. The worker must get to 
them by his own means. If he paid full fare the harvest hand wouldn't 
make enough to pay his way to and from the work. If he attempted to 
remain he would be arrested for vagrancy. At some points such as Sal 
Lake City, a systematic form of preying "pon the men who respond to} 
the call is carried on, The sheriff's gangs waylay the men and drag 
them to the jail, They are charged with vagraney—a legal term applied 
to the crime of being one of the seven million men out of work and Broke, 
They are given sentences of thirty to sixty days. Then, reliable reports 
have it, they are sold under agreement of $20 a day to the Park Servir 
or put to work on the county roads without pay. The estimable sheriff 
of Salt Lake City boasted last year that he had byilt $50,000 worth of 
roads without costing the county a cent by this method. 

Some workers who own a second-hand Ford, manage to buy enough 
gas to carry them thru the ambuscade of militant slave hunters «and 
hounders. ‘They spend their wages in gas and repairs to the machine but 
escape the drag, They come back broke to face a wintery of starvation. 
Those who go by the only other available means are subjected to the 
treatment recounted 

+ If these altogether necessary workers were not to respond to thir 
hazardous excursion inte the farmer warzone, the crops would he unhar- 
vested. The railroads would be without freight this fall. The banks| 
wouldn't get the est on the farm mortgag: Mortgages would b 
foreclosed; ships wouldn't be londed at the wharves; warehouses woule 
be empty; the wheat-pit would crash—a vas disaster would 
result. Yet this necessary economic arked at every cross-tr ail} 
with the abuses enumerated and moro, It ix a great exhibition of ignor-| 
ance and stupidity.
